As  alumni  ul  Charleston  Southern  University,  you  play 
an  important  rule  in  the  lite  ot  our  University  Your 
opinions  are  dining  forces  in  our  planning  and  opera- 
tions, and  your  support  of  the  University's  mission  is 
critical  to  our  continued  success. 

During  the  last  few  months,  CSU  has  been  under 
constant  media  scrutiny  because  of  the  termination  of 
Dr.  Robert  Crout.  a  history  professor,  and  the  nonrenewal  of  contract  for 
Dr.  David  Aiken,  an  English  professor.  The  decisions  made  by  the  University 
regarding  Drs.  Crout  and  Aiken  were  not  capricious  or  autocratic.  They  were 
based  on  extensive  data  collected  over  a  prolonged  period  of  time  and  rec- 
ommendations received  from  the  chairs  of  both  the  history  and  the  English 
departments  and  the  dean  ol  the  College  ot  Arts  and  Sciences. 

As  expected,  CSU  was  plated  on  a  list  of  censured  colleges  and  universities 
on  June  9,  2001,  by  the  American  Association  ot  University  Professors  (AAUP), 
which  serves  as  a  national  association  for  university  faculty.  This  action  by 
the  AAUP.  however,  has  not  affected  the  accreditation  of  CSU  in  any  way. 

The  AAUP  selected  the  investigators,  established  the  rules  for  conducting 
the  investigation,  and  made  the  recommendation  for  censure.  CSU's  faculty 
governance  politics  and  procedures  have  been  unfairly  evaluated  against 
AAUP  guidelines,  which  differ  from  the  policies  published  in  the  CSU  "Fac- 
ulty I  landbook." 

The  University  has  kept  this  matter  confidential  on  the  advice  of  our  attorneys 
However,  you,  as  alumni,  deserve  to  know  more  about  the  situation  in  light 
ol  recent  news  articles  and  media  coverage 

CSU,  like  many  private,  church-related  institutions  in  higher  education,  func- 
tions best  within  a  faculty  governance  system  that  supports  the  mission  and 
vision  of  the  institution  Our  faculty  handbook  has  been  developed  and 
revised  over  the  years  with  faculty  input,  modeled  after  other  Christian  insti- 
tutions ot  higher  education,  reviewed  by  legal  counsel,  and  approved  by  the 
Board  ol  Trustees  Each  prospective  faculty  member  is  provided  a  copy  of 
the   family  Handbook  and  is  lullv  aware  ol  our  governance  procedures 
before  accepting  a  position  at  CSU. 

Dr.  Ken  Bonnette,  the  University  Provost  and  Chief  Academic  <  ifficer.  contin- 
ues to  act  as  our  key  University  representative  in  this  matter.  The  following 
is  his  written  response  anticipating  the  AAUP  action. 

/;;  response  to  the  expected  censure  by  the  AAl  P.  The  I  'niversity 
respectfully  disagrees  with  the  ac  Hon  of  the  AAUP  and  wishes  to  reit- 
erate that  we  followed  the  long-standing  guidelines  for  termination 
and  appeal  outlined  in  the  "Faculty  Handbook. " 

In  both  instances  (Dr.  Robert  Crout  and  Dr.  David  Aiken),  the  Uni- 
versity provided  years' worth  of  meetings,  conferences,  suggestions 
and  written  prescriptions  for  improvement,  but  to  no  avail  Upon 
both  professors  taking  their  cases  to  the  EE(  >C  1  >r  Aiken 's  cum  plaint 
was  dismissed  Dr  Crout  withdrew  his  complaint 

Though  these  two  instances  have  been  widely  discussed  in  the  press 
during  the  past  year,  the  University  has  successfully  recruited  new 
fuiilly  far  the  2001-2002  academic  yeai  Some  of  the  filled  posi- 
tions include  those  in  computer  science,  information  systems,  math- 
ematics, Spanish  and  education.  Additionally,  student  recruitment 
is  10  percent  above  last  year  s  rale  with  the  I  'niversity  expecting  a 
record  enrollment  for  the  (all  The  Spring  200 1  Fai  ulty  Survey 
showed  a  strong  commitment  by  the  I  'niversity 's  faculty  to  the 
institution's  mission  and  programs. 

Thank  you  tor  your  continued  support  ol  CSU,  We  feel  strongly  that  the 
University  has  dealt  with  this  situation  lank  and  professionally.  Be  assured 
that  the  CSU  family  stands  committed  to  our  mission  of  promoting  academic 
excellence  in  a  Christian  env  ironment.

During  her  career 
at  CSU,  Dr.  Vera 
Johnson  dealt 
with  contracts,  specifica- 
tions, bidding,  soil  tests  and 
construction  of  the  early 
buildings.  Though  she 
retired  in  the  late  1980s, 
Johnson  is  still  making  con- 
tributions to  the  physical 
beauty  of  the  campus. 

Through  the  years  stu- 
dents and  employees  have 
spoken  wistfully  of  a  foun- 
tain for  the  Reflection  Pond. 
Late  this  spring  the  dream 
of  a  fountain  became  reality 
through  a  gift  from  the 
Robert  M.  Concha  Founda- 
tion, provided  by  Johnson.

Praying  for  your  college  student

As  we  drive  away  I  strain  to  see  her  third  floor  window.  We  turn  a  corner  and 
her  college  dorm  slips  completely  from  sight.  The  daughter  I  me  heel  fur  countless 
hours,  and  who  rocked  my  world  through  the  teenage  years,  is  now  on  her  own. 
I  can't  help  but  wonder  if  I've  done  all  I  could  to  prepare  her  for  this.

s  parents  of 
college-age 
.children  we 

may  feel  our  time  of  contribution  in  their  lives  is  over, 
except  from  our  back  pockets.  Not  so  for  Christian 
parents.  In  fact,  we  can  still  have  considerable  impact 
even  during  the  college  years.  And  that's  only  fitting 
considering  the  magnitude  of  the  choices  they  will 
make  during  this  time. 

Dr.  James  Dobson,  author  and  co-founder  of 
Focus  on  the  Family,  has  commented  th.it  "a  critical 
decade  exists  between  the  ages  of  16  and  26  where 
most  of  the  decisions  that  will  shape  the  next  SO  years 
will  be  made. . .including  the  choice  ot  an  occupation, 
the  decision  to  marry,  and  the  establishment  of  values 
and  principles  by  which  life  is  governed..." 

How  can  we  continue  to  positively  influence 
them?  There  are  many  ways  but  only  one  that  comes 
with  a  guarantee:  Prayer.  "This  is  the  confidence  we 
have  in  approaching  God:  that  if  we  ask  anything 
according  to  His  will.  He  hears  lis.  And  if  we  know 
that  He  hears  us — whatever  we  ask — we  know  that  we 
have  what  we  asked  of  him."  (  1  John  ST  4-1S.)  What  a 
wonderful  promise!  God  wants  to  answer  our  prayers 
for  our  children  w  hen  asked  according  to  His  will. 

So  what  do  we  pray  for  them?  In  her  b<  ><  >k, 
"Feathers  From  My  Nest,"  Beth  Moore  states,  "More 
than  I  prayed  for  their  well-being  or  blessing.  I  prayed 
for  them  to  love  Christ  and  His  Word  with  all  their 
hearts... I  want  Christ  formed  in  my  children."  Let  that 
sink  in.  As  we  pray  our  children  will  have  hearts  to 
love  God  and  His  Word,  they  will  grow  in  their  love 
for  God.  As  they  grow  in  their  love  for  God.  they  will 
w  ant  to  spend  time  with  Him.  As  they  spend  time 
with  Him,  they  will  begin  to  look  like  Him.  And  as 
they  become  more  like  Him,  their  lives  will  align  with 
Him,  and  they  will  take  on  His  personality  and  char- 
acter. Moore  says,  above  all,  we  need  to  pray  our 
children  will  "not  be  able  to  resist  God."  Only  He  can 
work  from  the  inside  out. 

When  should  we  pray?  First  Thessalonians  5:17 
tells  us  to  "pray  continually"  or  "pray  without  ceasing." 


This  doesn't  mean  foregoing  meals  and  sleep,  but 
rather  talking  with  Him  throughout  the  daw  just  as  we 
would  with  those  around  us.  What  would  it  be  like  if 
we  were  simply  greeted  w  hen  we  came  to  work  and 
not  spoken  to  again  until  we  left  for  the  day?  Just  as 
we  want  to  connect  with  others  around  us,  God 
desires  a  link  with  us.  When  concerns  come  to  mind, 
tell  Him.  Stay  in  touch  w  ith  Him.  When  we  don't,  we 
create  distance  in  our  relationship  with  Him  and  rob 
ourselves  of  peace  and  joy. 

We've  made  mistakes  as  parents.  Will  our 
prayers  really  make  a  difference  now?  Because 
we're  not  perfect,  it's  easy  to  get  caught  up  in  the 
cycle  of  "if  only."  Often  Satan  tires  on  us  during  this 
vulnerable  time,  because  he  would  like  nothing  better 
than  to  silence  us  when  it  comes  to  praying  for  our 
children.  But  don't  spend  precious  time  and  energy  in 
this  emotional  battlefield.  Remember,  "there  is  now  no 
condemnation  for  those  who  are  in  Christ..."  (Romans 
8:1)  Satan  w  ants  to  condemn;  God  w  ants  to  forgive. 
Claim  God's  forgiveness  in  the  areas  He  points  out, 
then  move  forward  with  Him  and  get  dow  n  to  the 
business  of  praying  for  your  child.  The  true  battlefield 
is  in  praying  for  them.  Do  not  let  Satan  or  anyone 
else  convince  you  otherw  ise. 

When  our  children  were  born,  a  love  like  none 
other  was  born  in  us.  From  that  point  on,  we  knew 
we  would  do  anything  lor  them.  "If  you,  then,  though 
you  are  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gilts  to  your 
children,  how  much  more  will  your  Father  in  heaven 
give  good  gifts  to  those  who  ask  Him!"  (Matthew  7:11) 
God  lines  us  and  our  children  and  wants  to  bless  lis 
beyond  w  hat  we  can  imagine.  II  we  could  compre- 
hend even  a  smidgen  of  that  truth,  our  feet  would 
never  touch  the  ground  again... at  least  not  in  the 
same  way  they  have  before.

There  were  two  people  on 
Lamar  Prioleau's  mind  when  he 
walked  across  the  Lightsey 
Chapel  stage  to  seize  his  master's 
degree  in  business  administration. 

One  was  his  wife — one  of  the 
only  people  in  his  family  missing 
from  the  audience.  The  other  was 
his  3-year-old  daughter,  Taylor,  who 
w  ill  never  know  her  mother. 

Prioleau  married  his  best  friend, 
she  was  the  one  who  encouraged 
him  to  pursue  his  dreams,  enter  the 
MBA  program  at  CSTJ  and  someday 
become  a  teacher  or  the  head  of  a 
profitable  company.  In  the  middle  of 
that  dream.  Jamesetta  Prioleau  died  of 
breast  cancer,  leaving  behind  a  half- 
broken  man  and  an  infant  daughter. 

So  on  an  evening  that  should  be 
filled  with  joy — one  he  shared  with  50 
other  CSU  graduates — Lamar  Prioleau 
was  a  little  sad.  "She  contributed  so 
much  to  (the  degree),  she  would 
want  to  be  here  to  celebrate  it  with 
me.  It  is  as  much  hers  as  it  is  mine." 
he  said. 

Hut  the  past  few  years  have  made 
Prioleau  stronger,  more  thankful  for 
the  people  in  his  life  and  the  memo- 
ries they  create.  Most  of  all.  he  has 
experienced  the  joy  of  fatherhood. 

"That  little  girl  is  probably  the 
main  reason  I  didn't  crawl  up  into  a 
ball.  '  Prioleau  said.  "As  bad  as  I  always 
felt,  that  little  girl  looked  up  at  me.  and 
I  realized  she  needed  to  see  strength 
and  support  in  her  lather's  face." 

It  is  a  love  story  that  began  when 
Prioleau  was  a  boy,  attending  Evening 
of  Prayer  Church  of  God  in  Christ  in 
North  Charleston.  There  he  met  a  girl 
named  Jamesetta.  and  as  the  two  grew, 
they  became  best  friends.  As  adults, 
they  played  putt-putt  golf  on  their 
first  date. 

"She  w  as  the  type  of  person  w  ho 
could  get  along  with  anyone,  the  type 
who  could  spend  10  minutes  talking 
to  a  wrong  number,"  Prioleau  said. 

The  two  married  in  1995  and  had 
Taylor  within  two  years. 

"I  had  intended  to  be  a  couple  a 
little  longer,  but  I'm  really  glad  (the 
baby)  came  along  when  she  did 
because  if  she  hadn't  we  may  not 
have  had  that  opportunity,"  he  said. 


Jamesetta  found  a  lump  in  her 
breast  during  a  self-exam  and  was 
diagnosed  w  ith  cancer  in  fall  of  1998; 
just  a  few  months  after  Prioleau 
began  taking  MBA  courses  at  CSU. 
Cancer  was  already  in  her  lymph 
nodes.  She  went  directly  from  the 
doctor's  office  to  chemotherapy 
treatment  at  the  hospital,  followed 
by  surgery  a  few  weeks  later. 

The  treatments  seemed  to  work 
at  first,  but  the  cancer  soon  re-emerged. 

"The  worst  part  was  knowing 
that  there  wasn't  a  blessed  thing  I 
could  do  to  help  her."  Prioleau  said. 

Prioleau's  family  helped  him  take- 
care  of  his  daughter  and  cope  with 
his  wife's  death.  It  was  a  struggle  to 
go  to  his  job  as  a  planner  at  Williams 
Technologies  and  classes  at  CSU  and 
return  home  to  be  both  a  father  and 
mother.  There  were  times  he  thought 
about  dropping  the  MBA  program. 

"The  toughest  thing  lor  me  was 
to  find  the  motivation  to  do  the  work," 
he  said  of  studying. 

It  wasn't  easy.  Prioleau  dropped 
the  final  course  of  the  program  three 
limes  before  he  finished.  It  happened 
to  be  the  class  taught  by  Imiversity 
President  Jairy  1  lunter. 

"This  voting  man  has  really  per- 
severed." Hunter  said.  "He  has  a  sin- 
cerity and  a  determination  that  rises 
above  struggle.  To  see  him  succeed 
is  one  of  the  greatest  feelings  a  pro- 
fess* ir  can  have." 

With  MBA  in  his  hand.  Prioleau 
plans  to  concentrate  on  work  and 
fatherhood  for  a  w  hile.  Then  he 
may  go  to  seminary.  The  church  has 
become  a  big  part  of  his  life.  He 
believes  his  wife  would  approve. 

His  daughter  has  the  same  sensi- 
tive spirit  as  her  mother,  he  said. 
Although  Prioleau  hesitates  to  tell 
strangers  his  theory,  he  believes 
Taylor  speaks  with  her  mother.  "I 
will  walk  into  her  room  at  night  and 
hear  her  talking  to  someone  named 
'mommy.'  I  don't  think  it's  her 
imagination,"  he  said.  "Maybe  it's  the 
way  God  comforts  small  children."

When  the  athletic  department  at  the  new  Baptist  College 
was  first  conceived  in  1965,  track  and  field  was  one  of 
three  sports,  the  others  being  basketball  and  baseball 
More  than  35  years  later,  the  CSU  track  and  field  program  has 
established  a  tradition  and  pedigree  that  can  be  matched  by  few 
schools  its  size.  Under  the  direction  of  head  coach  and  athletic 
director  Howard  Bagwell  and  coach  Jim  Settle,  the  CSU  track 
program  has  a  long  history  with  w  hich  to  build  its  future  success. 

The  program  reached  its  peak  in  the  lc)70s  and  early  '80s 
under  the  direction  of  Bagwell  and  Settle.  CSU  competed  with 
the  best  and  biggest  track  programs  in  the  state  and  country,  and 
recording  wins  over  in-state  rivals  such  as  Clemson  and  South 
Carolina  became  routine.  The  Buccaneers  also  made  a  name  for 
themselves  on  the  national  scene  by  placing  well  in  prestigious 
events  such  as  the  Florida  Relays  and  the  Perm  Relays.  In  1973, 
Baptist  College  finished  third  in  a  national  track  championship 
meet.  For  20  seasons,  the  Bucs  did  not  have  a  losing  record. 

This  can  be  credited  to  Bagwell  and  Settle,  both  of  whom 
were  with  the  school  when  the  doors  first  opened  in  1965. 
Bagwell  not  only  led  the  track  team  but  was  basketball  coach 
and  athletic  director  during  the  first  two  years  of  the  program's 
existence.  To  this  day,  he  holds  the  highest  winning  percentage 
of  any  basketball  coach  in  school  history,  and  his  accomplish- 
ments on  the  track  have  grown  to  legendary  proportions. 

Bagwell  coached  the  track  team  from  1965-1984,  compiling 
a  20-year  overall  cumulative  record  of  263-47,  a  remarkable 
accomplishment  for  a  program  that  started  out  as  an  NAIA 
team  only  to  move  to  Division  I  in  1973- 

Fourteen  All-Americans  have  come  through  the  track  and 
field  program  under  Bagwell's  leadership.  In  1983,  CSU  sent  four 
athletes  to  the  NCAA  Nationals.  Triple-jumper  Charlie  Simpkins 
placed  fifth  and  later  went  on  to  claim  a  silver  medal  in  the 
1992  Barcelona  Olympics,  the  first  and  only  Charleston  Southern 
athlete  to  claim  an  Olympic  medal. 

However,  Simpkins  is  only  one  of  dozens  of  talented  athletes 
to  make  their  way  through  the  program  under  Bagwell's  leader- 
ship. Names  like  James  Quinn,  Tom  Ryall,  and  Audrey  Wilkins 
are  just  a  few  of  the  former  athletes  who  excelled  as  Baptist 
College  track  and  field  athletes.  In  fact,  19  former  track  athletes 
are  currently  enshrined  in  the  CSU  Hall  of  Fame.  Bagwell  him- 
self was  the  first  member  of  the  CSU  Hall  and  is  als<  >  enshrined 
in  the  South  Carolina  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame. 

Coach  Bagwell  was  assisted  every  step  of  the  way  by  Jim 
Settle,  who  took  full  control  of  the  track  program  in  U)<S4  after 
Bagwell  stepped  down  from  his  coaching  duties.  Settle  can  trace

his  coaching  roots  back  to  the  early  days  of  Baptist  College 
trac  k  as  he  and  coach  Bagwell  founded  the  program  and  guided 
it  to  its  awesome  heights. 

In  L981,  Settle  stepped  away  from  day-to-day  coaching  to 
serve  as  the  head  of  the  physical  education  department  and 
become  a  full-time  teacher.  But  when  Bagwell  retired  from 
coaching  in  1984,  there  was  no  other  choice  for  a  person  to  step 
in  and  maintain  the  level  of  excellence  that  the  program  had 
maintained.  Settle  took  command  in  1985  and  coached  the  team 
for  another  eight  years.  He  also  had  the  daunting  task  of  estab- 
lishing a  w  omen's  track  program  in  1986  and  led  both  teams  for 
seven  years  until  retiring  in  1993. 

Bagwell  served  as  athletic  director  through  the  2000  school 
year  and  retired  after  .35  years  of  service  to  the  school.  He  still 
keeps  an  office  in  the  gymnasium  and  can  be  seen  several  days 
per  week.  Coach  Settle  is  still  a  very  active  part  of  CSU  as  a 
professor  in  the  physical  education  department,  and  can  be  seen 
from  time  to  time  counseling  or  instructing  some  of  the  current 
track  and  field  athletes. 

Prior  to  March  2001,  the  track  athletes  continued  to  run  on 
the  original  1965  surface.  The  CSU  track  had  seen  some  of  the 
best  collegiate  athletes  the  U.S.  had  to  offer.  If  the  asphalt  lanes 
could  talk  they  would  speak  of  record-breaking  times  and  a  rich 
history  of  excellence  from  athletes  who  were  among  the  best  in 
their  day.  But  advances  in  track  surface  technology  and  the 
inevitable  passage  of  time  had  tainted  the  glory  of  the  CSU 
track,  and  a  change  was  sorely  needed. 

For  more  than  30  years,  the  Buccaneers  had  hosted  track 
and  field  meets.  Charleston  is  one  of  the  premier  destinations 
in  the  U.S.,  and  for  many  years  the  annual  Buccaneer  Invitational 
was  a  great  opportunity  for  big  schools  to  come  South  and 
participate  in  a  high-level  event  in  a  warm  weather  environment. 
But  as  the  facilities  have  faded  over  time,  fewer  and  fewer 
schools  are  willing  to  make  such  a  trip.  The  Buccaneer  Invita- 
tional is  still  a  large  annual  event  but  is  missing  the  kind  of 
prestige  it  once  had,  and  can  have  again. 

Former  Baptist  College  track 
athlete  Mike  Frost  saw  the  need 
for  a  new  track  surface  and  took 
it  upon  himself  to  see  that  future 
CSU  athletes  had  the  very  best 
opportunity  to  compete  at  the 
highest  level.  Through  his  hard 
work,  .inel  the  hard  work  of  many 
others,  enough  money  was 
donated  and  raised  to  resurface 
the  track  in  time  for  the  2001 
season.  The  surface  is  one  of  the 
best  around  and  should  allow  the 
school  to  again  host  some  of  the 
premier  track  and  field  events  in 
the  Southeast.  Mike  Frost

Detroit  Tigers  pick  Coenen  in  second  round

Junior  left-hander  Matt  Coenen  was 
drafted  in  the  seeond  round  of  the 
Major  League  Baseball  Amateur  Draft 
by  the  Detroit  Tigers.  Coenen  was 
the  65th  selection  overall  and  is  the 
school's  highest  professional  pic  k  ever. 

Coenen,  a  6-6,  235-pounder  from 
St.  Michael's,  Maryland,  says  he  will  turn 
pro  and  forego  his  senior  year  at  CSU. 

"  This  is  a  dream  come  true  for  me. 
I  cannot  explain  how  excited  I  am," 
said  Coenen  from  his  family  home  in 
Maryland.  "To  have  the  opportunity  to  play  pro- 
fessional baseball  is  unbelievable,  considering  all 
that  I  have  been  through  in  the  last  few  months." 

Prior  to  the  season,  Coenen  was  projected  as 
a  first  or  second  round  pic  k  but  was  thought  to 
have  slipped  considerably  after  a  subpar  junior 
season.  Coenen  finished  the  2001  season  with  a 
5-7  record  and  a  5.38  earned  run  average.  However, 
Coenen  did  strike  out  102  hitters  in  97  innings. 

"With  the  year  I  had,  I  heard  a  lot  of  different 
tilings  about  how  far  1  had  slipped  in  the  eyes  of 
the  scouts,"  said  Coenen.  "A  few  weeks  ago  my 
agent  was  talking  seventh  to  10th  round,  but 


sometime  last  week  he  was  saying 
third  to  fifth  round.  As  it  ended  up, 
my  season  did  not  cost  me  as  much 
as  we  thought.  I  am  excited  about 
getting  started  and  proving  to  the 
Tigers  that  they  did  not  make  a 
mistake." 

Coenen  had  attended  private 
workouts  with  several  clubs  since 
the  end  of  the  season,  including 
workouts  with  Atlanta  and  Tampa 
Bay.  However,  Coenen  had  only 
one  contact  with  Detroit,  that  coming  at  the  end 
( >f  the  season. 

"I  can't  remember  ever  seeing  them  at  a 
game,  but  obviously  they  were  watching  me  a 
lot  and  feel  I  have  the  potential,"  said  Coenen. 

Coenen  finishes  his  CSU  career  ranked  in 
the  top  five  in  several  career  pitching  categories. 
He  posted  a  career  mark  of  15-13,  w  hich  is  fifth 
all-time  in  wins.  His  224  career  strikeouts  rank 
him  fourth  all-time  in  school  history,  and  his 
246  career  innings  pitched  is  fourth  all-time.  All 
of  these  numbers,  of  course,  came  from  a  three- 
year  pitching  career.

Small,  a  former  head  football  coach  at  Lehigh  Uni- 
versity, was  most  recently  the  offensive  coordinator  at 
Wake  Forest. 

"We  are  very  pleased  that  Coach  Small  accepted 
our  offer  to  serve  as  the  athletic  director,''  saidjairy 
C.  Hunter,  president.  "We  searched  for  several  months 
to  find  a  Christian  leader  lor  our  athletics  department 
w  ho  supports  our  mission.'' 

Small  comes  to  CSU  with  more  than  30  years' 
experience  in  NCAA  Division  I  athletics,  including 
stints  at  Rutgers,  Florida  State.  Lehigh,  Princeton  and 
Brown,  as  well  as  a  one-year  stint  in  the  Player  Per- 
sonnel Office  of  the  New  Hngland  Patriots.  Small's 
last  coaching  stint  was  as  the  offensive  coordinator  at 
Wake  Forest  from  1995-99.  Under  his  guidance.  Wake 
Forest  established  numerous  school  records  for

offense.  While  at  Lehigh  University,  Small  posted  a 
17-40-1  record  as  the  head  coach,  again  placing 
among  the  nation's  best  in  total  offense.  Small  and 
his  wife,  Pamela,  have  four  children. 

Commitment  to  Growth 

Brewer,  dean  of  students  and  senior  administrative 
officer  for  athletics,  served  as  the  school's  interim 
athletic  director  for  the  past  vear.  He  says  the  Univer- 
sity is  show  ing  a  commitment  to  continued  growth 
within  the  athletic  program. 

"We  have  increased  our  scholarships  by  more  than 
27S  percent,  experienced  a  72-percent  growth  in  our 
coaching  and  facilities  staff,  and  have  seen  a  100  per- 
cent inc  rease  in  the  operation.il  budget  lor  athletics 
over  the  last  live  years,"  said  Brewer.  "We  are  doing 
the  things  necessary  as  a  University  and  as  an  athletic 
family  to  ensure  that  all  of  our  programs  are  able  to 
compete  on  the  conference,  as  well  as  the  NCAA,  level." 

The  strong  commitment  showed  by  the  University 
has,  in  turn,  led  to  improvements  in  the  classroom  as 
well.  During  the  1999-2000  school  year,  CSU  had  SI 
athletes  selected  to  the  Big  South  Conference  Presi- 
dential Honor  Roll,  w  hich  requires  a  3  0  GPA.  The 
CPA  of  athletes  as  a  group  rose  from  2.63  in  the  fall 
of  1999  to  2.89  in  the  fall  of  2000.  In  1090,  CSU's 
retention  rate  of  freshman  athletes  was  at  53  percent. 
The  retention  rate  in  the  fall  of  2000  was  at  78  percent. 

Capital  Improvements 

Cosmetically,  the  school  has  several  new  features, 
including  a  new  baseball  stadium,  which  hosted 
games  during  the  2001  season.  The  new  Whitfield 
Stadium  Center  at  the  football  stadium  is  a  state-of- 
the-art  multipurpose  facility. 
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What  could  be  considered  the  newest  crown  jew  el 
is  the  renovation  of  the  track  facility,  now  named  the 
Bagwell-Settle  Track  in  honor  of  former  coaches 
Howard  Bagwell  and  Jim  Settle.  The  track  is  now  on 
par  with  track  facilities  in  the  Southeast.  During  the 
indoor  track  season,  men's  coach  Todd  Pettyjohn  was 
named  the  Big  South  Indoor  Track  Coach  of  the  Year. 

Looking  to  the  future,  Charleston  Southern  is  cur- 
rently exploring  the  possibility  of  lighting  the  playing 
fields  around  campus. 

Successful  Year 

The  football  program  completed  its  10th  season  by- 
posting  a  school-record  five  wins,  including  a  victory 
over  Liberty  University,  a  highly-respected  Division  I-AA 
program.  In  recent  years  the  program  has  competed  well 
against  other  more  established  I-AA  programs  such  as 
South  Carolina  State,  Wofford  and  East  Tennessee 
State  University.  The  Big  South  Conference  recently 
voted  to  add  football  as  a  conference  sport,  which  will 
allow  the  Buccaneers  to  compete  for  a  conference 
title  and  a  future  spot  in  the  Division  I-AA  playoffs. 

Ilie  men's  and  women's  basketball  teams  were 
the  talk  of  the  Big  South  Conference  this  past  season. 
Each  was  picked  to  finish  near  the  bottom  of  the 
conference  standings,  but  both  teams  ended  up  con- 
tending for  the  Big  South  Conference  championship. 
Men's  coach  Jim  Piatt  completed  his  first  season  at 
the  helm  by  capturing  the  Big  South  Conference 
Coach  of  the  Year  award  and  guided  the  Bin  s  to  the 
semifinals  of  the  tournament.

Women's  coach  Fred  Francello  w  as  named  Co-Coach 
of  the  Year  in  the  Big  South  after  guiding  the  Lady 
Bucs  to  a  second-place  tie  in  the  regular  season 
standings.  The  Lady  Bucs  advanced  to  the  semifinals 
ol  the  tournament  for  the  fifth  consecutive  season, 
winning  IS  games  overall,  the  second  highest  w  in 
total  in  school  history  and  only  the  school's  second 
winning  season  ever. 

CSU  contended  for  Big  South  Conference  cham- 
pionships in  nearly  every  spring  sport,  w  inning  con- 
ference crow  ns  in  men's  tennis,  men's  golf  and 
w<  mien's  golf. 

The  women's  golf  team  won  its  third  consecutive 
Big  South  title  and  advanced  lor  the  first  time  to 
NCAA  postseason  play.  The  Lady  Bucs  became  the 
lust  women's  athletic  team  in  school  history  to 
advance  to  NCAA  postseason  play  and  placed  1  ith 
overall  in  the  NCAA  Hast  Regional  Tournament  in 
Chapel  Hill,  N.C.  Coach  Howard  Vroon  was  voted  the 
Big  South  Co-Coach  of  the  Year  in  women's  golf. 

Vroon  also  coached  the  men's  golf  team  to  its  first 
Big  South  Championship,  earning  conference  Coach 
of  (lie  Year  honors  as  well.  The  Bucs  also  made  their 
first  trip  to  NCAA  play,  competing  in  the  NCAA  East 
Regional  Championship  in  W  illiamsburg,  Ya.  The 
Bucs  ended  up  12th  among  the  27-team  field,  one- 
shot  out  of  loth  place,  which  would  have  earned 
them  a  bid  to  the  NCAA  Championships. 

'I'he  men's  tennis  team  captured  its  fourth  consecu- 
tive conference  championship  and  made  its  third  con- 
secutive trip  to  the  NCAA  Tournament,  w  here  it  lost 
to  Miami  in  the  first-round  ol  play.  Coach  Hans  Olsen 
was  named  the  Big  South  Conference  Coach  of  the 
Year  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year  and  has  firmly 
established  the  men's  tennis  program  as  one  of  the 
top  75  Division  I  programs  in  America. 

The  Softball  program  had  its  first  winning  season 
since  1003  and  finished  second  in  the  Big  South  Con- 
ference during  the  regular  season.  Coach  Chandelle 
Schulte  was  named  the  Big  South  Conference  Coach 
of  the  Year,  bringing  the  program  from  nine  w  ins  to 
29  wins  in  two  seasons. 

Excitement  and  optimism  are  already  building  tor 
this  year.  The  football  team  will  play  eight  home 
games  during  the  2001  season,  including  home 
matchups  with  Liberty  and  East  Tennessee  State.  'I'he 
women's  soccer  team,  expected  to  be  a  contender  for 
the  Big  South  Conference  title,  w  ill  serve  as  host  of 
the  2001  Big  South  Conference  Tournament  at  Black- 
baud  Stadium  on  Daniel  Island  in  November.

he  Economic  Growth 
and  Tax  Relief  Reconcil- 
iation Act  of  2001, 
signed  into  law  on  June  7, 
2001,  is  intended  to  generate 
aggregate  tax  relief  of  $1.35  trillion,  a  part  of 
which  is  to  be  enjoyed  by  each  taxpayer. 

The  most  well-known  aspect  ol  the  new  bill 
is  the  reduction  in  income  tax  rates.  The  top  rate 
is  scheduled  to  decline  from  39-6  percent  to 
35  percent  by  2000.  from  the  perspective  of 
philanthropy,  those  who  pay  the  most  in  taxes  are 
rewarded  with  the  most  after-tax  savings  when 
they  make  charitable  gilts.  Thus,  donors  may  want 
t<  i  consider  accelerating  their  charitable  gifts  to 
take  advantage  of  the  not-yet-reclucecl  rates. 

Will  the  Estate  Tax  Reduction 
Eliminate  Charitable  Gifts? 

Estate  tax  rates  are  scheduled  to  decline  as 
well  over  the  next  several  years.  In  2010,  they  arc- 
to  be  eliminated  completely.  If  the  estate  tax  is 
repealed  one  day,  persons  will  be  able  to  leave 
more  for  their  heirs.  And  for  this  reason,  some  may 
argue,  charitable  bequests  w  ill  not  have  to  be  con- 
sidered for  the  tax  part  of  estate  planning.  That  would 
be  true  if  people  thought  of  tax  savings  as  a  primary 
benefit  in  their  plans  to  leave  assets  to  charity.

What  the  rate  reduction  really  means  is  that 
people  will  have  more  money  at  death.  Providing 
for  heirs  is  always  going  to  be  a  priority.  Charitable 
organizations  receive  estate  distributions  only  when 
donors  wish  to  assure  that  a  mission  close  to  their 
hearts  will  be  helped.  And,  with  the  reduction  and 
possible  elimination  ol  the  estate  tax,  donors  will 
have  to  make  their  charitable  decisions  in  the 
absence  ol  tax  considerations. 

The  new  law  also  calls  tor  increased  maximum 
payments  to  retirement  plans.  Retirement  assets  are 
excellent  assets  to  give  to  charity  at  death  because 
they  are  taxed  twice,  as  income  and  as  estate 
taxes,  before  heirs  have  access  to  them,  but  when 
retirement  assets  are  left  to  charity,  the  charity 
receives  all  of  the  assets,  undiminished  by  taxes. 

I'he  new  tax  laws  will  revert  back  to  current 
rales  in  2011.  unless  legislation  is  renewed  by- 
Dec  31,  2010. 


Don't  forget  the  tax  rebate  that  every  taxpayer 
is  scheduled  to  receive  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  rebate,  $300  for  single  taxpayers  and  $600 
for  married  taxpayers  filing  jointly,  would  be  an 
excellent  source  for  a  gift  to  charity  this  year. 
If  you  think  of  it  as  a  gift  to  you,  why  not 
make  it  one  to  CSU?
